As I said in the book, with nothing to take to a court of law, tha problem of 
doing anything is not a eimple one. I acknowledge the disadvantages of Congressional 
handling. But I also though of a commission of inquiry by prominent citizens. 

This has o number of immediately -apparent disadvantages. First, it cannot compel 
appearance and/or testimony. Next, it could have no punitive powers, such as for 
perjury, and there are clear inferences of both perjury and subornation of perjury 
in the bock already* Also, could such an inquiry corn and the attention of the 
press that would be required for its success?. It would depend entirely upon public 
opinion for its success. Without o press, it would have no public opinion.

brother of the murdered President would he be subject to criticism as biased. 

Less credence might hove boon placed in an investigation with which he woe actively 
associated. I regret this, for 1 am confident that what happened would not have 
happened bed he been in charge. But I think it unfair to fault him for this. 

I have had another report that he is conducting his own private and quiet inquiry. 

X hope it Is true but cannot confirm it. I would appreciate all you might be able 
to tell me of this, in as much detail as possible., It could be quite important, for 
since finishing the book I, to have come acoroae new and rather sensational data.
